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HENRY  BROWN  WILDE  —  Son  of  John  Wilde  and  Jane  Brown 
was  born  14  July,  1811  at  Owslebury,  Hants,  England.  He  was  the  first 
of  the  family  to  come  to  Utah.  His  wife  was  Sarah  Hewlett,  daughter 
of  Andrew  Hewlett  and  Sarah  Alder.  They  were  married  in  1840  in 
England. 

Henry  B.  Wilde  and  Sarah  Hewlett  had  at  least  four  children  when 
they  left  England  for  America.  They  sailed  from  Liverpool,  England, 
in  1851  on  the  ship  “Ellen  Maria.”  They  were  nine  weeks  on  the  ocean. 
During  that  time  a  daughter  was  born  to  them,  and  whom  they  named 
Ellen  Maria  after  the  ship.  After  landing  in  New  Orleans  they  traveled 
to  Council  Bluffs  and  from  there  to  Salt  Lake  City,  arriving  in  time 
for  October  Conference  in  1852. 

While  crossing  the  plains  a  son,  Henry,  six  years  old  was  killed  by 
falling  from  a  tree.  He  died  in  the  evening  on  20  August,  1852  and 
was  buried  next  morning,  as  the  family  had  to  drive  on  with  the  com¬ 
pany.  This  was  one  of  their  hardest  trials.  The  family  moved  to  Provo 
in  the  fall  of  1852  and  lived  in  a  tent  and  covered  wagon  all  winter. 

Henry  B.  went  back  to  Salt  Lake  City  to  work  leaving  his  family 
in  Provo.  He  worked  with  other  men  getting  out  rock  for  the  temple. 
In  the  spring  of  1853  he  moved  his  family  back  to  Sugar  House  and 
here  he  helped  build  the  first  sugar  factory  in  Utah. 

In  June,  1859  the  family  moved  to  Coalville,  Utah,  to  make  their 
permanent  home,  where  they  made  their  living  by  farming. 

Henry  B.  was  the  first  bishop  of  Coalville,  and  his  wife  taught  the 
first  school.  The  Wilde  cabin  was  built  where  the  Coalville  Co-op  stood 
for  many  years.  He  helped  build  the  railroad  through  Echo  Canyon  and 
his  wife  cooked  for  a  group  of  men  working  there. 

In  1872  he  and  his  wife  went  back  to  England  for  a  visit  and 
returned  home  in  1873.  He  lived  in  Coalville  until  he  passed  away  on 
23  February,  1875.  He  is  buried  in  Coalville,  Summit  County,  Utah. 

He  was  the  father  of  six  children.  Thomas  Hewlett  Wilde,  born 
20  June,  1841.  Sarah  Wilde,  born  8  November,  1843  and  married  John 
Staley.  Henry  Wilde,  born  19  January,  1846  and  died  20  August,  1852. 
Emma  Wilde,  born  19  January,  1849  and  married  William  Carruth. 
Ellen  Maria,  born  28  March,  1851  on  the  Atlantic  Ocean,  and  married 
George  Huffman.  Died  27  October,  1884.  Joseph  Henry,  born  21 
August,  1853  and  died  20  March,  1867. 

THOMAS  HEWLETT  WILDE  —  Son  of  Henry  B.  Wilde  and  Sarah 
Hewlett,  was  born  20  June,  1841  in  England.  He  married  Martha  Almina 
Norton,  daughter  of  Alanson  Norton  and  Sallie  Marie  Freemen,  on  15 
June,  1862.  Martha  Almina  Norton  was  born  12  September,  1846  at 
Chantanqua,  New  York.  Their  first  home  was  at  Coalville.  Later  they 
moved  to  Mink  Creek,  Idaho.  He  lived  at  Brigham  City  for  a  number 
of  years,

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A  SKETCH  OF  THE  LIFE  OF  SARAH  HEWLETT  WILDE 
WRITTEN  BY  HER  GRANDDAUGHTER 
MARGARET  E.  CARRUTH  RHEAD 

Sarah  Hewlett  was  born  September  25,  1817,  at  Otterbourne,  near 
Winchester,  Hampshire,  England,  the  only  daughter  of  Andrew  Hewlett 
and  Sarah  Alder. 

She  had  three  brothers:  Thomas,  Andrew  and  Henry.  Henry  died 
when  a  young  man.  Andrew  was  one  of  Queen  Victoria’s  body  guards 
and  to  attain  this  position  he  had  to  be  over  six  feet  tall.  Thomas  worked 
for  the  telegraph  department  of  the  London  and  Southwestern  Railroad 
for  twenty-seven  years  before  his  death. 

Grandmother  worked  as  a  maid  in  the  homes  of  wealthy  people  for 
seven  years;  four  years  at  one  place  and  three  at  another.  She  married 
Henry  Brown  Wilde  and  they  both  joined  the  church,  grandmother  being 
the  only  one  of  her  family  who  did  so. 

The  following  children  were  bom  to  them  in  England;  Thomas 
Hewlett,  Sarah,  Henry  and  Emma,  and  with  this  little  family  they  left 
England  in  1851  for  America.  On  March  28,  1851,  while  they  were 
passing  between  the  Islands  of  St.  Cuba  and  St.  Domingo,  a  daughter  was 
born  to  them.  The  sailing  vessel  on  which  they  were  traveling  was  called 
the  Ellen  Maria,  so  they  named  the  baby  Ellen  Maria  Martha.  They 
were  nine  weeks  on  the  water  at  the  end  of  which  time  they  landed  at 
New  Orleans.  They  remained  in  the  East  until  the  summer  of  1852, 
when  they  left  for  Utah,  traveling  in  their  own  wagon  with  a  team  of 
oxen  and  bringing  one  cow. 

On  August  20th,  near  the  Platte  river,  their  six  and  a  half  year  old 
son,  Henry,  fell  from  a  tree  and  was  killed.  They  buried  him  the  next 
morning  and  then  had  to  drive  on  and  leave  him  alone  on  the  plains. 
Grandmother  has  told  me  about  it  many  times  and  said  that  of  all  the 
trials  she  ever  passed  through,  that  was  the  hardest  of  all.  To  leave 
that  precious  body  there,  buried  in  a  grave  she  knew  would  be  dug 
open  by  wild  beasts,  was  almost  more  than  she  could  bear.  Our 
pioneers  were  certainly  blessed  by  a  kind  and  loving  Heavenly  Father 
or  they  never  could  have  kept  the  faith  and  gone  on  the  way  they 
did. 

They  arrived  in  Salt  Lake  in  September  of  1852,  and  that  fall  they 
went  to  Provo  for  the  winter.  They  returned  in  the  spring  of  1853  and 
settled  in  Sugar  House,  so  named  from  the  sugar  mill  that  was  built 
there.  It  was  the  first  sugar  mill  built  in  Utah  and  grandfather  helped 
to  build  it. 

Grandfather  had  ten  acres  of  land  and  his  son  Thomas  and  daughter 
Emma  (my  mother)  herded  cows  where  the  town  of  Sugar  House  now 
stands.  They  walked  from  there  to  the  Tabernacle  block  to  meetings, 
over  two  and  a  half  miles.  There  were  no  sidewalks  and  not  very  good 
roads,  and  grandmother  made  herself  cloth  shoes  to  walk  in  and  carried 
her  others  to  put  on  when  she  got  there. 

While  at  Sugar  House  they  experienced  all  the  hardships  and  priva¬ 
tions  of  that  time.  They  dug  roots  and  gathered  greens  for  food  and 
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were  hungry  many  times.  Here  their  youngest  son,  Joseph  H.  was  born 
2\  August,  1853. 

During  the  move  south  they  went  to  Spanish  Fork,  but  came  back 
to  Sugar  House  in  the  fall,  where  they  remained  until  October,  1859, 
when  they  moved  to  Coalville,  Utah.  Grandfather  and  William  Smith 
came  out  during  the  summer  and  each  built  a  log  cabin  before  bringing 
their  families.  The  Wilde  cabin  was  on  the  site  where  the  Coalville 
Co-op  now  stands  and  the  Smith  cabin  where  the  Summit  Furniture 
and  Mercantile  Company  store  is  located.  There  were  only  two  other 
families  here  at  that  time  but  others  soon  came. 

During  the  building  of  the  railroad  down  Echo  canyon,  grandfather 
had  a  contract  for  a  piece  of  work,  and  grandmother  cooked  for  the 
men  who  were  working  for  him. 

Grandfather  was  the  first  bishop  of  Coalville,  and  grandmother  kept 
the  first  ward  records.  She  also  taught  the  first  school,  which  was 
held  in  her  own  home. 

The  Coalville  Relief  Society  was  organized  by  Stake  President 
W.  W.  Cluff  on  the  9th  of  January,  1868  with  Mary  Ann  Walton  as 
president;  Ann  Cluff  and  Jessie  Boyden,  counselors;  Sarah  Cahoon,  secre¬ 
tary  and  Jessie  Boyden  acting  as  treasurer.  In  1869  President  Walton 
resigned  on  account  of  ill  health,  and  on  January  8,  1869  Sarah  Wilde 
was  appointed  president  with  Ann  Cluff  and  Jessie  Boyden  as  Counselors. 
On  June  3,  1874  Ann  Cluff  resigned  and  was  succeeded  by  Margaret 
Robinson,  and  in  December,  1874,  Jessie  Boyden  resigned  and  was 
succeeded  by  Eliza  Rhead. 

In  1872  grandfather  and  grandmother  went  back  to  England  on  a 
visit  and  during  their  absence  Eliza  acted  as  Relief  Society  president. 
They  returned  in  1873  and  grandmother  resumed  the  office  of  president, 
which  position  she  held  over  a  period  of  twenty  years.  During  this  period 
the  first  pound  of  sugar  bought  by  the  Society  cost  $0.87;  Tea  $4.00  and 
soap  $0.30. 

In  1870  a  millinery  and  dressmaking  department  was  established, 
with  Ann  Cluff  as  superintendent.  In  1873  she  resigned  and  Eliza 
Rhead  took  her  place.  Then  in  1877  was  again  in  charge  with  grand¬ 
mother  assisting  her.  Grandmother  did  beautiful  needlework  and  was 
noted  for  the  perfect  button  holes  she  made  while  working  at  the 
millinery  store. 

Grandfather  died  on  February  23,  1875,  and  from  then  on  grand¬ 
mother  had  to  make  her  own  living,  not  only  for  herself  but  for  two 
granddaughters  whom  she  raised.  Her  eyesight  began  to  fail  when  she 
was  about  seventy-seven  years  of  age  and  at  the  time  of  her  death,  at 
the  age  of  eighty-six  and  ten  months,  she  could  scarcely  see  light.  This 
was  a  sore  affliction  to  her  because  of  her  love  of  needlework,  reading, 
and  her  industrious  habits. 

On  March  17, 1892  when  the  Coalville  Relief  Society  was  celebrating 
the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  organization  of  the  first  society  by  the 
Prophet  Joseph  Smith,  it  was  resolved  to  seal  up  in  a  galvanized  box, 
minutes  of  that  meeting,  together  with  financial  reports,  pictures  and 
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letters,  to  be  kept  intact  for  fifty  years,  and  to  be  opened  on  the  one 
hundreth  anniversary  of  the  first  society.  The  box  was  kept  by  George 
Beard  in  the  safe  of  the  Coalville  Co-op  store.  On  March  17,  1942,  at 
our  annual  day  celebration  the  box  was  opened.  In  it  was  a  letter  to  me 
from  my  grandmother.  I  was  so  thrilled  when  it  was  handed  to  me 
that  I  could  have  cried  for  joy.  To  think  of  her  having  written  to  me 
fifty  years  before  and  just  receiving  it  made  me  feel  as  though  she  was 
right  there  with  us. 

In  1895  she  went  to  live  with  her  daughter,  Emma  Carruth,  on  the 
Carruth  farm  about  two  and  a  half  miles  north  and  west  of  Coalville, 
where  she  died  in  1904.  Her  son-in-law,  William  Carruth,  built  a  room 
on  the  south  end  of  the  farm  house  for  her,  where  she  could  have  her 
own  things  and  where  she  could  go  if  she  wished,  as  she  lived  right 
in  with  the  family. 

Her  early  training  in  her  homeland,  England,  and  the  hard  times 
she  passed  through  here  taught  her  to  be  very  frugal  and  saving  and  to 
make  the  most  of  what  she  had.  In  memory  I  can  still  see  around  her 
coal  house  door;  there  wasn’t  even  one  little  piece  of  coal  or  stick  of 
wood  lying  around.  When  she  undressed  for  the  night  every  article  of 
clothing  had  to  be  placed  just  so;  her  bureau  drawers  were  never  untidy, 
everything  folded  smoothly  and  in  its  exact  place. 

My  grandmother  was  a  perfect  gentlewoman.  She  had  a  very 
sweet,  even  disposition  and  was  kindly  and  gracious  to  everyone.  I  never 
heard  her  use  a  vulgar  word  or  say  an  unkind  thing  of  anyone. 

For  the  Gospel’s  sake  she  left  father,  mother,  brothers,  relatives, 
friends  and  home.  She  experienced  all  the  privations  of  pioneer  life, 
buried  her  son  on  the  plains  and  suffered  mentally  ad  physically,  and 
through  it  all  she  never  complained  or  regretted  the  course  in  life  she 
had  taken.  Her  faith  in  the  gospel  never  wavered  and  was  just  as  firm 
at  the  time  of  her  death  as  it  had  been  ever  since  she  joined  the  church. 

I  honor  her  memory  and  am  proud  to  be  her  granddaughter. 


The  story  of  the  Wilde  family  coming  to  America.  Henry  came  first 
and  the  mother  started  for  Utah  but  died  in  Jackson  Co.,  Mo.,  on  9  May, 
1851  and  was  buried  there.  Her  husband  passed  away  in  England.  She 
came  to  America  with  her  son  Henry  and  daughter,  Mary  Snelgrow. 
Mary  Snelgrow  was  put  out  of  her  home  when  she  joined  the  church, 
so  she  came  to  Utah.  She  lived  much  of  the  time  with  William  Wilde 
and  was  sealed  to  Willet  Harder.  She  passed  away  at  the  home  of 
Thomas  Wilde,  and  is  buried  in  the  Coalville  Cemetery. 

The  mother  Jane  was  baptized  25  June,  1852  (we  had  no  record 
of  her  baptism  in  England).  She  married  John  Wilde,  son  of  John  Wilde 
and  Sarah  Andrews  on  29  October,  1795.  To  this  union  four  sons  and 
four  daughters  were  born. 

Hannah — christened  28  May,  1797  Owslebury,  Hants,  England. 

Sarah — born  15  December,  1799  in  Owslebury,  Hants,  England. 

John — born  8  August,  1802,  in  Owslebury,  Hants,  England. 

Mary — born  9  December,  1804,  in  Owslebury,  Hants,  England. 
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William — born  1  March,  1807  in  Owslebury,  Hants,  England.  He 
married  Eliza  Phillips  on  6  December,  1830.  She  died  12  December, 
1886  at  Coalville,  Utah.  Later  he  married  Cecelia  Parson  of  Sweden. 

Martha — born  26  March,  1809  and  died  23  February,  1875. 

Henry  Brown  Wilde — born  14  July,  1811  at  Owslebury,  Hants,  Eng¬ 
land.  Married  Sarah  Hewlett  in  the  year  1840  and  came  to  Utah  first.  He 
died  23  February,  1875  at  Coalville,  Utah. 

William  Wilde  was  the  fifth  child  of  John  Wilde  and  Jane  Brown 
and  was  born  1  March,  1807  in  Owslebury,  Hamp,  England.  He  accepted 
the  gospel  in  England.  He  married  Eliza  Phillips  on  6  December,  1830. 
She  passed  away  in  England  leaving  him  seven  sons  and  daughters. 
There  may  have  been  more,  but  we  have  no  records  on  them;  however 
one  record  said  there  were  at  least  nine  children. 

He  was  very  lonely,  and  after  his  wife  passed  away  he  was  baptized 
on  24  February,  1854  in  England.  He  brought  his  family  to  Utah. 
Leaving  Liverpool  on  the  ship  “William  Tapcott”  under  the  direction  of 
Robert  F.  Nelson.  They  sailed  11  April,  1859,  with  seven  hundred  and 
twenty-five  saints  on  board.  They  arrived  in  New  York  on  14  May, 
1859,  and  from  there  they  went  to  Florence,  Neb.,  arriving  there  25 
May,  1859.  They  left  Florence,  Neb.,  9  June,  1859  with  Captain  George 
Rowley’s  hand  cart  company;  with  sixty  hand  carts  and  six  wagons. 
They  arrived  in  Salt  Lake  City  on  September  4  or  6,  1859.  They  were 
five  weeks  crossing  the  ocean.  They  went  to  Coalville.,  Summit  County, 
Utah,  to  where  his  brother  Henry  B.  Wilde  had  settled  and  there  they 
made  their  home.  Most  of  his  children  made  their  homes  in  Coalville 
also.  His  sons  and  daughters  are  as  follows:

Mary  Wilde — bora  28  June,  1844,  at  Twyford,  Hampton,  England  and 
died  shortly  after  they  came  to  Utah,  on  13  August,  1863.  She  was 
buried  on  the  hill  where  the  High  School  now  stands.  She  never 
married. 

Sarah  Elizabeth  Wilde — bom  19  February,  1852  at  Fair  Oake,  Hamps., 
England.  Married  2  November,  1867  to  Joseph  Heber  Stalling. 

Harry — no  date,  only  died  unmarried. 

William — no  date  at  all.  He  was  a  farmer. 

William,  father  of  the  above  children,  is  buried  in  the  Coalville 
City  Cemetery.  He  and  his  sons  worked  their  farm  with  a  cradle  and 
dropper. 
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JOHN  WILDE — son  of  William  Wilde  and  Eliza  Phillips  was  born 
12  April,  1831  at  Fair  Oake  Hamps.,  England.  He  married  Mary  Reybeck, 

daughter  of . .  Reybeck  and  Cecelia  M.  Pearson  on  November, 

1857  at  Coalville,  Utah.  To  this  union  seven  childen  were  born: 

Ceceila  M. — born  30  September,  1858  at  Coalville,  Utah.  She  passed 
away  14  July,  1875. 

Clara — born  15  December,  1860  at  Coalville,  Utah  and  married  William 
Welch  on  the  14  November,  1879  in  the  Endowment  House.

buried  at  Coalville,  Utah. 

Amelia  Eliza — born  16  March,  1867  at  Coalville,  Utah.  Married  George 
Holland  on  15  February,  1897.  She  died  in  1953  and  is  buried  in 
Coalville,  Utah. 

Daniel  W. — born  1  May,  1870  at  Coalville,  Utah  and  married  Lucy 
Callis  on  13  July,  1892  in  Logan,  Utah.  She  died. 

Matilda — born  14  May,  1872  at  Coalville,  Utah  and  married  William 
Beech  on  6  July,  1904  at  Coalville.  Her  husband  died  16  March, 
1950. 

SARAH  WILDE — daughter  of  William  Wilde,  born  19  February, 
1852,  Fair  Oake  Bishopstoke,  Hamps.,  England.  She  came  to  America 
when  she  was  about  five  years  old.  They  came  to  Coalville  to  live.  She 
married  Joseph  Heber  Stalling,  2  November,  1867.  He  was  the  son  of 
Joseph  Stalling  and  Margaret  Shefflin.  They  were  endowed  the  2 
November,  1867.  He  died  24  February,  1925  at  Salt  Lake,  buried  at 
Coalville.  He  was  married  three  times.  Sarah  died  14  August,  1889  at 
Coalville,  Utah.  To  this  union  ten  children  were  born: 

Margaret  Eliza  Stalling — born  29  November,  1868,  Wellsville,  Cache, 
Utah.  She  was  married  to  Grant  Y.  Bullock.  Died  17  December, 
1946  at  Coalville,  Utah.

HENRY  WILDE — He  was  a  stoker  on  a  ship  traveling  from  England 
to  the  West  Indies.  Second  son  of  William  Wilde  and  Eliza  Phillips;  born 
16  May,  1832.  He  was  27  and  his  wife  26  years  of  age.  They  came  in 
the  same  company  as  his  father  arriving  in  Salt  Lake  City  on  4  Septem¬ 
ber,  1859.  Henry  was  sick  all  across  the  plains  and  had  to  be  taken  in 
the  sick  wagon.  His  wife,  Jane  Batchlor  pulled  a  hand  cart  all  the  way 
across  the  plains,  containing  their  luggage  and  two  small  children,  John 
Fredrick  six  years  old  and  Mary  Elizabeth  four  years  old.  The  third  child 
Heber  was  born  a  few  days  after  they  arrived  in  Utah  on  9  September, 
1859  at  Sugar  House.  Henry  was  a  farmer.  He  was  born  16  May,  1832 
at  Fair  Oake,  Hamps.,  England.  He  received  the  gospel  in  England  and 
married  Jane  Batchlor,  daughter  of  Benjamin  Batchelor  and  Mary  Ann 
White.  To  this  union  11  children  were  born.

He  married  Nancy  Shaw, 
daughter  of  John  W.  Shaw  and  Elizabeth  Ann  Hill.  To  this  union  twelve 
children  were  born:

BENJAMIN  CHARLES  WILDE — Seventh  son  and  eleventh  child 
of  Henry  Wilde  and  Jane  Batchelor  and  was  born  21  August,  1876  at 
Coalville,  Utah.  He  was  baptized  21  August,  1884  by  his  father  Henry 
Wilde  and  confirmed  25  August,  1884  by  his  grandfather.  (His  niece 
tells  the  story  that  he  fell  in  the  creek  and  while  he  was  wet  his  grandpa 
baptized  him.)  He  started  school  at  Coalville  in  1884.  He  only  went 
three  or  four  years.  He  was  six  feet  tall  and  weighed  on  the  average 
of  220  lbs.  His  chest  size  was  44  in.  His  mother  died  when  he  was 
14  years  old.  His  father  later  married  Mariam  Manktelow  and  he 
called  her  “Steppy.”  When  he  married  Mary  May  Welsh  she  gave  him  a 
Clinging  Vine  quilt  for  a  gift.  They  were  married  13  October,  1910. 
Mary  was  the  daughter  of  James  Welsh  and  Jane  Brice.  They  were 
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married  by  Anthon  H.  Lund  in  the  Salt  Lake  Temple.  Shortly  after 
his  mother  died  he  started  to  earn  his  own  living  and  was  independent 
and  self-supporting.  He  worked  on  the  ranch  of  Rigby;  also  for  Jesse 
Knight.  He  went  to  Idaho  in  1900  and  bought  an  80  acre  ranch.

FREDERICK  WILDE — born  8  October,  1834  at  Fair  Oake  Bishop- 
stoke,  Hamps.,  England.  He  was  the  third  son  of  William  Wilde  and 
Eliza  Phillips.  He  was  converted  to  the  church  in  England.  He  married 
Louisa  Farnsworth  who  was  the  daughter  of  John  William  Farnsworth 
and  Hannah  Rhodes  on  the  16  December,  1866  at  Coalville,  Utah,  by 
Willet  Harder.  He  was  baptized  20  of  June,  1850  in  England  and  was 
endowed  17  October,  1870.  He  had  two  sons  born  to  this  union.

His  wife  Louisa  passed  away  4  August,  1872  at  Coalville,  and  she 
was  laid  to  rest  in  the  Coalville  Cemetery  and  was  among  the  very  first 
to  be  laid  in  that  cemetery.

ELIZA  WILDE — daughter  of  William  Wilde  and  Eliza  Phillips  was 
born  10  July,  1839  at  Twyford,  South  Hampton,  England.  She  was  the 
fourth  child  of  the  family;  came  to  Utah  for  the  gospel  with  her  family 
in  1859  as  far  as  I  know.  She  married  George  Peterson,  son  of  Charles 
Sreeve  Peterson  and  Annie  B.  Dennis.  To  this  union  were  born  nine 
children: 

George  William — born  13  June,  1861  at  Peterson  or  Weber,  Morgan 
County,  Utah. 
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She  married  Hyrum  Pringle  and  died  21  February,  1926. 

Mary  Elizabeth — born  29  October,  1864  at  Morgan  County,  Utah.  She 
married  Robert  Snelddon  and  passed  away  9  December,  1910. 

Charles  Henry — born  13  September,  1866  at  Morgan  County,  Utah  and 
married  Mary  Nelson  Bruce  on  the  22  September,  1886.

THOMAS  WILDE— Fifth  child  and  fourth  son  of  William  Wilde  and 
Eliza  Phillips  and  was  born  12  January,  1842  at  Fair  Oake  Bishopstoke, 
Hamps.,  England.  He  came  to  Utah  in  the  1859’s.  He  sailed  from 
Liverpool,  England  on  the  ship  “ William  Tapscoll”  (Spelled  Tapcott  in 
his  father’s  account)  on  11  April,  1859  along  with  his  father  and  brothers 
and  sisters  and  seven  hundred  and  twenty-five  saints  on  board.  The 
ship  was  under  the  direction  of  Robert  F.  Nelson.  They  arrived  in  New 
York  on  14  May,  1859  and  then  went  to  Florence,  Nebraska;  then  on 
9  June,  1859  they  left  for  Utah  in  Captain  George  Rowleys  hand  cart 
company.  He  was  17  and  pulled  the  handcart  across  the  plains.  He 
came  to  Coalville  in  1860  to  make  his  home.  He  married  Fannie  Gunn, 
daughter  of  William  Gunn  and  Emma  Baker  on  the  7  May,  1865  by 
Willet  Harder  and  later  went  to  the  Endowment  House.  To  this  union 
were  born  fourteen  children,  two  sons,  Sylvester  and  Ernest  filled 
missions  and  several  served  as  high  councilmen  and  one  as  a  bishop, 
five  sons  were  counselors  to  their  bishops.  The  girls  served  in  Primary 
and  Relief  Society.  Fannie,  his  wife,  was  the  first  President  of  the  Relief 
Society  in  the  Cluff  Ward.  The  outstanding  characteristics  of  this  man 
was  his  love  for  horses  and  cattle.  The  spirit  of  bronco  busting  was 
his  favorite  sport.  They  all  love  out  door  sports.  They  are  hard  workers 
and  are  always  in  a  hurry.  They  take  pride  in  what  they  are  doing  and 
when  they  gave  their  word  they  gave  their  bond.  Their  first  home  was 
in  Coalville  and  then  they  built  a  log  cabin  in  Spring  Hollow;  in  about 
1875  they  built  a  nine  room  brick  home  where  they  raised  their  family 
and  lived  there  the  rest  of  their  lives.  In  about  1896  they  bought  a  large 
ranch  in  Weber  canyon  and  had  a  large  herd  of  white  faced  cattle  and  he 
prospered.  It  was  later  known  as  the  Company  Place  and  later  sold  to 
Brooklawn  Company.  In  August  16,  1890  he  had  the  misfortune  to  lose 
his  wife  Fannie,  she  died  of  Brights  Disease,  her  baby  Mary  died  the  same 
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day,  both  were  buried  in  the  Coalville  Cemetery.  This  left  him  eleven 
unmarried  children  to  care  for,  two  were  married.  He  stayed  home  and 
kept  his  family  together,  his  girls  keeping  house  for  him.  He  lived  a 
very  useful  life  in  the  community,  a  faithful  L.D.S.  and  tithe  payer. 
Always  willing  to  help  any  one  he  could  he  worked  hard  and  lived 
to  be  83  years  old.  He  passed  away  1  August,  1925  at  the  old  home  and 
was  buried  in  the  Coalville  cemetery.  His  children  are  as  follows: 

Emma  Eliza  Wilde — born  29  December,  1866  at  Coalville,  Utah  and 
married  John  Reese  and  had  a  son  John.  Her  husband  died  and 
later  she  married  Joseph  Pyrah.  To  them  were  born  two  children, 
one  son  and  one  daughter,  the  son  died  in  infancy  and  the  daughter 
Mary  lived  and  raised  a  family.  Emma  Wilde  was  baptized  22  July, 
1894.  She  was  sick  for  a  long  time  with  kidney  trouble.  She  passed 
away  19  December,  1907  and  was  buried  at  Coalville,  Utah.  She 
also  owned  the  ranch  in  the  Weber  Canyon  now  known  as  the  Pine 
Ranch. 

Thomas  Wilde,  Jr. — was  the  first  son  of  Thomas  Wilde  and  Fannie  Gunn 
and  was  born  6  October,  1867  at  Coalville,  Utah.  He  married  Eliza¬ 
beth  Chappel  on  3  February,  1890,  and  later  on  5  March  he  was  re¬ 
married  in  the  temple.  To  this  couple  eight  children  blessed  their, 
name.  Fannie,  Ralph,  Leland,  Curtis,  Everett,  Lucile,  Lyle  and  Emily. 
He  moved  up  the  Weber  canyon  in  their  early  married  life  and  raised 
his  family  there.  They  celebrated  their  golden  wedding  in  1940  at 
Oakley  and  shortly  after  this  he  lost  his  companion  and  soon  his 
turn  came  to  leave  us.  He  died  on  7  May,  1943  and  was  laid  beside 
his  beloved  wife  in  the  Oakley  cemetery. 

George  William  Wilde — born  20  May,  1869  at  Coalville,  Utah.  He  was 
the  second  son  of  them.  He  married  Mary  Hannah  Clark,  daughter 
of  Samuel  Clark  and  Jane  Price,  on  2  November,  1821  at  Coalville, 
Utah  and  to  this  couple  eleven  children  were  born.  George  Leo, 
Casper,  Jane  Mildred,  Harold,  Veda,  Thead  Elmer,  Lloyd,  Leland, 
dead  infant,  Samuel  Raymond,  Layton.  He  homesteaded  in  the 
Weber  canyon  which  was  very  hard  to  do  and  to  raise  a  family. 
He  was  sick  most  of  his  life  but  with  the  help  of  his  good  wife 
they  managed  to  do  the  best  they  could  and  always  had  plenty 
to  eat  and  wear.  So  they  bought  a  home  in  Oakley  so  they  could 
move  down  for  the  children  to  go  to  school.  He  had  a  hand  in 
capturing  seventeen  lions.  He  liked  to  ride  horses  and  did  some 
shooting,  he  being  a  very  good  shot.  In  1936  he  lost  his  mate  and 
was  left  with  an  unmarried  son.  He  lived  at  Oakley  all  his  married 
life,  only  for  a  few  months. 

Edwin  Wilde — son  of  Thomas  Wilde  and  Fannie  Gunn  was  born  1 
November,  1871  at  Coalville,  Utah.  He  married  Mary  Hannah 
Robinson,  daughter  of  James  Robinson  and  Mary  Pollid,  on  15 
October,  1896  at  Coalville,  Utah.  She  being  a  widow  was  the  mother 
of  three  children,  two  sons  living,  one  passed  away  on  18  May, 
1897.  So  the  one  son  lived  and  was  raised  as  his  and  to  this  union 
were  born  nine  children.  Oswald,  Hazle,  Afton,  William  Eldred, 
Millard,  Lewis  Edwin,  Ivy  Elain,  Greeta  Grautell,  Fanny  and  Fred 
Robinson.  They  made  their  home  in  Coalville,  Utah.  He  was  a 
farmer  and  loved  to  ride  horses  and  wrangle  cattle.  He  was  known 
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as  a  man  that  would  put  himself  out  to  help  other  cattlemen.  He 
didn’t  go  to  church  but  was  a  Latter-day  Saint.  One  New  Year’s 
morning  the  folks  found  him  in  a  quiet  peaceful  rest  from  which 
he  never  revived.  He  died  31  December,  1916  at  Coalville,  Utah. 
His  wife  ran  the  ranch  for  a  few  years  with  help  of  her  boys  and 
then  she  passed  away  on  10  August,  1935.  They  both  lay  side  by 
side  in  the  Coalville  Cemetery. 

Fannie  Pericella  Wilde — daughter  of  Thomas  Wilde  and  Fannie  Gunn 
was  born  3  May,  1874  at  Coalville,  she  was  the  fifth  child.  She 
married  John  Neff  Booth  on  3  March,  1898.  They  made  their  home 
at  Colingston  and  Weston,  Idaho.  She  passed  away  early  in  life 
leaving  three  small  children.  John  Neff,  Jr.,  Thelma  and  Lila.  Lila 
being  only  six  weeks  old  was  raised  by  her  Aunt  Emily  at  the 
grandfather  Wilde’s  home.  Then  the  father  wanted  his  children 
together  so  she  went  with  him.  He  was  married  again. 

Richard  Wilde — was  the  sixth  child  of  Thomas  Wilde  and  Fannie  Gunn 
and  was  born  18  March,  1876  at  Coalville,  Utah.  He  married  Mary 
Ella  Staley  on  1  May,  1902.  She  was  the  daughter  of  William 
Henry  Staley  and  Sarah  Ellen  Saxton.  To  this  union  six  children 
were  born.  He  lived  in  Coalville,  Utah  for  the  early  part  of  his 
married  life  and  later  went  to  Star  Valley  or  Border,  Wyoming 
and  there  he  had  a  large  dry  farm.  He  also  was  a  blacksmith  and 
did  a  lot  of  horse  shoeing.  His  children  were  as  follows:  Clyde  T., 
R.  Wayne,  Melvin  E.,  Earl  S.,  Lila  and  Ella.  He  passed  away  25 
July,  1948  in  Border,  Wyoming  and  was  buried  in  Coalville,  Utah. 

Joseph  Henry — son  of  Thomas  Wilde  and  Fanny  Gunn,  born  9  July,  1787 
at  Coalville.  Married  Jane  Sawley,  daughter  of  Edward  Sawley,  20 
August,  1902  at  Coalville,  Utah.  Later  went  to  the  Temple.  To 
these  fine  people  were  born  six  sons  and  daughters:  Jestine  Leroy, 
Genevieve,  Sawley,  Eva,  Vera,  Reva.  He  lived  for  a  while  on  his 
father’s  ranch  in  the  Weber  Canyon,  and  later  moved  to  Spring- 
hollow,  where  they  have  since  made  their  home.  Later  they  bought 
the  home  of  his  father,  where  his  father  died  at  their  home  in  1925. 

He  is  a  farmer,  and  served  in  the  Bishopric  of  the  Cluff  Ward.  They 
celebrated  their  Golden  Wedding  Anniversary  in  1952. 

Gilbert  Wilde — son  of  Thomas  Wilde  and  Fannie  Gunn  was  born  8  April, 
1880  at  Coalville,  Utah.  He  married  Joan  Brinton,  daughter  of 
Samuel  Brinton  and  Joan  Helm,  on  20  October,  1903  at  Coalville, 
Utah.  Later  went  to  the  Temple  on  27  June,  1906.  They  made 
their  home  at  Oakley,  Utah,  and  to  this  union  six  children  were 
born:  Elva,  Emery  B.,  Samuel  B.,  Ruth,  Beth  and  Bert  B.  He  was  a 
farmer  and  loved  to  be  around  livestock.  He  was  a  bronco  buster 
and  was  very  dependable.  He  worked  in  the  ward  and  held  the 
office  of  Bishop’s  counselor  and  other  offices.  His  wife  was  a  real 
help  in  his  work  on  the  farm.  She  loved  to  ride  horses  too  and 
enjoyed  being  with  him.  She  gave  birth  to  a  child  and  in  ten  days 
later  passed  away  from  the  flu  in  1920.  She  died  on  10  March,  1920 
leaving  him  six  children.

They  made  their  home  in  the  Weber  canyon  and  later,  1919,  they 
bought  their  home  in  Oakley  and  belong  to  the  Marion  ward.  He 
was  bishop  of  the  ward  for  some  time.  To  this  union  were  born  four 
children:  Geneva,  Carilyle,  Parley  and  Pearl.  They  were  farmers. 
His  wife  was  President  of  the  Relief  Society  for  five  years.  Sylvester 
was  in  the  bishopric  for  20  years  and  was  bishop  five  years. 

Emily  Wilde — daughter  of  Thomas  Wilde  and  Fannie  Gunn  was  born 
30  December,  1883  at  Coalville,  Utah.  She  kept  house  for  her 
father  for  a  long  time  and  also  took  care  of  her  niece,  Lila  Booth, 
for  some  time  and  did  a  very  good  job.  She  married  Thomas  Ellis 
Moore,  20  September,  1911  in  the  Salt  Lake  Temple.  They  made 
their  home  in  Coalville,  Utah,  where  they  own  the  Moore  garage. 
To  this  union  were  born  three  children:  Vernon,  Frank  and  Rhea. 

Lois  Rebecca  Wilde — daughter  of  Thomas  Wilde  and  Fannie  Gunn  was 
born  on  2  October,  1885  in  Coalville,  Utah.  She  helped  to  care 
for  the  family  and  house  after  her  mother  died.  She  was  about  five 
years  old  when  her  mother  died.  She  married  Joseph  H.  Boyer  on 
26  June,  1907  and  they  made  their  home  in  Coalville,  Utah.  He  was 
a  sheepman.  Later  bought  a  home  in  Upton  and  still  later  bought 
another  home  in  Coalville.  To  this  couple  were  born  six  children: 
Joseph  LaVern,  Lyle  Emerson,  William  Leo,  Mary  Leah,  Edison  W.

Charles  Ernest  Wilde — son  of  Thomas  Wilde  and  Fannie  Gunn.  He  was 
the  twelfth  child  and  was  only  three  years  old  when  his  mother 
passed  away,  and  was  born  20  August,  1887  at  Coalville,  Utah.

They  made  their  home  at 
Coalville,  Utah  where  he  had  a  farm  and  run  a  blacksmith  shop 
and  did  a  lot  of  horse  shoeing.
